"We are deeply puzzled as to the 
nature of the strange malady," he 
said.

Thousands

Arc 
Killed Fly in*? Against 
Statue of Liberty. 


By GEORGE T IT H E R 
New York—It was. a day of driv­ 
ing wind but no rain. 
Overnight 
the mercury had plunged to 32. 
snatching M anhattan abruptly out 
of an Indian Summer haze It would 
have been silly to venture out in 
such 
disagreeable 
weather, 
since 
one could sit in a penthouse over­ 
looking the w aterfront and read 
The wind increased steadily until 
a small storm roared out of the At­ 
lantic and bore down on the island. 
But th at didn't mean a thing to me. 
I had found a volume that bore the 
fascinating title of “New York in 
the Elegant Eighties.” and so I sat 
there high on a house-top, in the 
maw of the storm, and immersed 
myself in the New York of 50 years 
ago. 
Each page was a trick-m irror that 
changed 
the skyscrapers 
to 
low 
brick dwellings and replaced the 
sleek ocean liners with the square- 
rigged beauties that used to nose 
into 
the 
w aterfront 
slips 
along 
South street 
Pre-Machine Gun 
This was before the day of the 
gunm an with his “gats" and m a­ 
chine guns The dread weapon then 
were 
the sandbag and the brass- 
knuck. 
It fascinated me to learn 
th a t the cops in the RO's wore hel­ 
mets 
well padded with rubber 
to 
soften the blows of those sandbags 
tossed so Indiscriminately by un­ 
derworld characters. 
Along South street, that prim or­ 
dial. 
barbaric 
frontier of 
sailing 
ships and sailing men, the 
brass- 
knuck had been “legally'' adopted 
by the masters of certain schooners 
This was to facilitate the handling 
of the crews, usually compo ted of 
rough toughs from the seven seas. 
These ships were known as ‘ knuck­ 
lers" and were given a wide berth 
by all who understood the signifi­ 
cance of the word. 
But. as Henry Collins Brown in­ 
sists, New York wasn’t all frontier. 
It was half mining-camp half M ay­ 
fair. 
Booth and B arrett were on 
Broadway playing 
Hamlet. G en­ 
eral G rant was arguing vainly for a 
World Pair in New York, Steve 
Brody was leaping from the Brook­ 
lyn bridge to glory, and the govern­ 
ment was collecting pennies (often 
the pennies of school children! to 
pay for the base of the Statue of 
Liberty, which had just been pre­ 
sented by the citizens of Prance. 
It Doesn't Change 
Bird-lovers will be saddened by 
this note. When the Statue of Lib­ 
erty was finally established in the 
harbor, thousands of birds destroy­ 
ed themselves by hurling themselves 
against the iron grating, attracted 
by the brilliant lights. 
The only birds on the statue now 
are tough buds—soldiers in Uncle 
S am s army, who armed to the 
teeth, keep a strict watch over h ar­ 
bor property. 
So. one reads avidly of the Ele­ 
gant Eighties and conies to the real­ 
ization that only the face of the 
city 
has 
changed. 
Tile 
people 
haven't changed at all. Back in the 
80’s the town turned out en masse 
to see the first electric light, on 
a high pole, in Madison Square. But 
w asn't it only a few weeks ago we 
broke our necks to get a pi^-p at 
tile fust streamline train, in G rand 
Central .station
